20 Cardinals 


VATICAN CITY (UPI) - New 
princes of the Roman Catholic 
Church took the cardinal’s oath 
amid the splendor of ancient cer­ 
emony today, promising to sup­ 
port Pope John XXIII even “to 
the point of shedding my blood.” 


Thousands of faithful massed in 
the vast Basilica of St. Peter to 
watch the Pontiff place broad- 
brimmed and tasselled red hats 
on the heads of 20 new cardinals 
as symbols of their office. 


Three other new church princes 
were 
receiving their 
red hats 
from the Catholic chiefs of state 
of the nations in 
which they 
serve. 
At one point during today’s cer­ 
emony, the new church princes 
prostrated .themselves before the 
altar in the Chapel of St. Petro- 
nilla and completely covered their 
bodies with red capes and scarlet 
hoods while the choir chanted: 
“We pray Thee, therefore, help 
Thy servants whom Thou hast re­ 
deemed by Thy precious blood.” 
Pope John embraced each new 
cardinal and called him “broth- 
er. 
Seton Cause Advanced 
After the ceremony, a consis­ 
torial advocate started speaking 
on the beatification case of Amer­ 
ican Elizabeth Ann Seton, who 
was born in 1774 and died in 
1821. 
Elizabeth Ann Seton, famed as 
the foundress of the Catholic pa­ 
rochial school system in the Unit­ 
ed States, was born in New York.
